Jesus Is The Door
To God’s Sheepfold

Text: John 10:1.11
§ 08

THE GOSPEL of John con-
tains many so-called “I AM"
statements of our Lord. It
is in John that such state-
mines as these are found:
“I am the vine,” “I am the
Good Shepherd.” and “I am
the bread of life.”

In today's text, we hear
the Savior say, “l am the
door.” As with the other
“I AM” statements of Jesus,
the “I1 AM” of our text em-
phasizes the unique place
that Jesus Christ has in our
lives,

LET'S LOOK at this “1
AM" statement of our text
and learn anew that Jesus is
the door of the fold of God
and the door to the abun-
dant life,

Picture yourself in Pal-
estine almost 2,000 years

ago. From a hillside you are
looking down into a valley.
Not only does your eye
catch a stream in the valley,
but you also see a rather
large enclosure with four
high walls. It is a sheepfold

On top of the walls there
are thorns to Kkeep out
thieves and robbers. There
is a narrow entrance for
admittance to the enclosure
It is the door of the sheep.

USING THIS picture of
the sheepfold, Jesus says, “I
am the door of the sheep.”
With these words, Jesus em-
phasized the unique place
which He occupies for peo-
ple. He is the door through
whHich people gain entrance
to God's fold. He is THE
door. Through him and
through Him alone men
enter the church.

Jesus wants no one mis-
led about this. Jesus is man-
ifestly disturbed at this time
by those who appropriate to
